We are bound by 
the Constitution and it can only be changed by referendum or at the 
coming October Convention in Mlamit Florida. 

Your International Officers, including members of the 
Executive Council, recognise the early need of aiding our members in 
the service. Unless there is an early change in the military situation, 
we will urge that the Constitution be amended at our coming Convention, 

However, until the Constitution is amended, it will be 
necessary for the member to pay his dues or for the Local Union to pay 
his per capita tax to protect his standing.

of nmchiiiery. The crane may have 
tlie dragline for scoojiing dirt, or 
the ‘‘chun-shelP’ attachment for 
gHtlieriiig ilirt and debris, a shovel, 
or a hiHik, lifting girders high in 
the air — the operator manages 
ail witli the ease that colm^s from 
praclice and experiem^c. Tie com- 
tictenrly exe^oifes prolimriiary es- 
i-avHtion work with thi‘ car ry- 
alL-sconp"* the coninmn name the 
ojie rating engineer gives to his ex- 
cavallng macliine. This is drawn 
hy tractor. It 1ms increased its en- 
paeity through the years from 
about 12 yards to its present ca- 
paidty of 40 yards. 

Once tlie road excavatinns imve 
been made, the operating eiigineei'S 
take tint the big Imll dozers which 
level and jKiek the road beds. 
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Otherji rtm the grudhm imicliines* 
These alterations plnyed n most 
ioipartaiit part in tlie hitildiiig of 
s<i iiiimy airstrips during World 
War H and play an imtwrtiint role 
every day in the eonstruelitm of 
the landing fields demanded hy an 
air*minded traveling piiltlie. 

The paving mixers, file large 
type eonmde mixers, \vlii<*h mix 
and dLstribule ihc cone role over 
the rond hedi arc also fouls of the 
ojK*rating engineers.

A Great Triumvirate

There is hanlty need to explain 
in detail tfie work of the operating 
engineer in buthling eonsInieiioiL 
There is so mindi <jf flu* sidewalk 
superintendent in e%'ery one of uh 
that we are all pretty fa mi liar with 
the workmen and their big. [jower- 
fn! shovels, making a yawning 
crater in the earth bcfoTX' any fonn- 
dfition can be laid. Next eome the 
pile drivers, forcing tlie heavy jult^s 
decf) iiitfi the carlh with great 
powerd riven hanimers. to give ad- 
ditional support to ihe earth on 
which the office building or store 
or apartment house is to rise. And 
then when the foundalious are hiid 
and the building begins to go up, 
the operating engineers play slitl 
another important part in its cree- 
tion. By liod lioisl or cage hoist 
(.similar to elevator built tempor- 
arily mi ilie outside of ifie build* 
ingi all types of Iniilding luarerial 
are hoisted to the spot needed in 


the construction process. In some 
eases a permanent elevator shnfl 
is used.

Organization Day 

It was not n very auspicious lime 
for the formation of a new uiiioin 
Irul like other woj’kei^s of the day, 
t he engineers knew timt alone they 
could di> nothing. They banded to* 
get her, del crminod *Go rescue our 
craft from the low level to whiidi it 
has fallen.'* Eleven men assem- 
hied in Ghieagn on December 7, 
18110 and drafted the first constitu-

As early as 1913, study of mceimni- 
eal refrigeration began, when it 
was predicted tliat within 25 years 
iee wuidd be praetieally abandoned 
as a means of refrigeratitm.

World War XI 

When World War IT lu'oke out, 
there was terrific demanrl for the 
.skilled work of the operating engi- 
neers. Thousands saw service in 
t!ie Senhee hattalions overseas and 
those left at home played an im- 
portant part in the speedy erection 
of (^amf>s all over our comilry. 
These caiirps had to he carved out 
of the raw earth with sueli luindi* 
(Sips as quicksand, swamfdnnd, 
hard shale and other surface diffi- 
culties to contend with. 

The massive bull dozers which 
rifiped up the soih the huge grad- 
ers wtiieh scraped the roadways, 
tlie derricks which swung heavy 
materials and equipment into 
place, the steam shovels wliich did 
the work of a Imndred men in mov- 
ing earth, the mecharncal ditch 
diggers which turned out ditches 
hy the thousands wca*e all manned 
by OT>ernti ng engineers. iS^yr-ed was 
esseulial and tlye operating migi- 
neers were the boys who could do 
ihe job with dispatch. 

When the war ended, Ihere was 
a big job ahead for the operating 
engineers in the eonstniction Imom 
winch followed.

zone except during that pfirthm of 
the day when the sunset zone is at 
the transmitter-receiver location. 
This explains the relatively greater 
strength of the sigiml.s at sunHct in 
the transmitter-receiver locutimi. 

Delay times were measuj'cd on 
two difTcreiit oceasious under wii li- 
ly differing ionasjihere eoiiditions. 
Measurements were made first ilur- 
iiig a severe ionosphere stornu and 
a second set of mcnsuremeiits were 
made on a iiormal day. The aver- 
age delay lirno during the storm 
was O.lMfio (UKiOo seconds, but 
on a normal day the average was 
OJdT^i ± 0.0005 seconds. The 
shorter ilelay timi* iluring a storm 
may he explained by the slightly 
lower effective height of the re- 
jecting layer of the ionosijljcre 
under the inlluciice of corpustmlar 
bombard men I, from the sun. In any 
case the average values imlicatc a 
sliorter propagation path for 1ow- 
freriuciicy signals iluring an iono- 
sphere shirm. 

The transmission of radio wares 
over long distances may l;e thought 
of either as the propagation of a 
“guided wave^^ between Ibe eon- 
centric sphericnl surfaces formcil 
liy Ihi' earth and the ionosphere, or 
as succc.ssive multijilc reflections 
fnmi tile earth and the iom)S[diere.

Lubricating Graphite 

Fleet He eoii taeis or lirushes, 
made of graphite and usei! to feed 
eurTciii to moving parts in motors 
or gioieralors mi high-allitmle air- 
eraft, may have their useful life 
inen-ased many thousands of times 
a.s the result of tu‘w lubrication 
methods. 


Water, in l!ie form of vajmi\ for 
the lubneatioii of graphite has 
changed aeccpteil ideas that this 
solid and ‘Slippery” material was 
a good lubricnrit. in itself, tiraphitc 
emisists of layers of atoms wlncl* 
can slide cmsily over each otlitu*. 
and it was formi*rly supposed tliat 
this property was inherent in the 
gniphite alone. 

Tt has licen shown, however, that 
an invisibly thin film of moisture 
mi graphite is required for its 
I II bri cation. Testing the ^vear 
against a revolving copper disk in 
a vacuum elm in ben it has heen 
fouiul that dry graphite brushes 
were worn as fast as an inch wit It* 
in one hour. Wlien a small 
amount of water vapor was ad- 
mittcil to the ehamber, the wear 
rale wm red u ceil to less than a 
thousandth as imudu 

For elect ric motors and gener- 
ators working on the ground, tiie 
wear of brushes is no great prob- 
lem, since there is generally 
enough waler vapor in tin* nir to 
provide the lubricating film of 
moisture. Hut modern nireraft. 
stiHi as jet aircraft, fly at great 
alliTudes in rarehed air af siieh 
a low temperature that unitor va- 
por is almost eomjdetely afjseol. 
.Many motors and generators are 
required in sindi i da lies. Various 
methods of treat iiig liriishes 
idieniically to prolong their lives 
have heen tried, Init still further 
iriqjrovcmenl is needed. 

A Den end KlecUic engineer has 
devised a meaiiN of shielding the 
parts id' ideetrie iupiipment where 
the brushes are used, aud .supply- 
ing water vapor to the space 
a round lliem. In test.s with tliis 
equipment he has fount! that 
hruslics, which wear out in an 
hour witlioiii water vapor, will 
la.st from 2f)00 to HtJ(K) hoiirs. t'er- 
Inin organitr vapors are more ef- 
fective tfmri water by a fat^or as 
large ns 1000. so tliat extrenudy 
small eoneeiitraticms (in the order 
of tmrts (icr mi I lion) proviile 
Itihricaiicm.

Interest Was Intense 

There are still other ways in 
which the first Lalw Day difTercd 
from onr present holiday.

It used to bo 
Mice a dmiH day, a day in wbieli 
every member of the w< irking 
man's family took an interest.

From mid- 
afternoon to evening there was 
speechmnking* with ^Iciluire 1dm* 
self one of the best*re('eiv(!d speak- 
ers. Today, all too many peofde 
regitnl Labor Day as merely mark- 
ing (be einl of the summer vaca- 
tion, Let us he grateful that these 
are not the majority, that there 
are still umny who remember ami 
cherish LalHtr Itay* 

Fundamental Difference 

The most substantial ehunge, 
however, is not in the way in which 
Lahor Day is celebrated, but in 
the men who celeb rate it. It used 
to be an affair only for men wiio 
worked willi their iiands; it is now 
an affair fur all men who work* 
many of whom run muehines* The 


luethotls of work have cimnged 
so radteally as to niter the mean- 
ing of the term ‘Maborer*’' Ami 
this is rightly so. The power nml 
strength that unity Ims brmiglrl to 
the working man are no more than 
are due to him* His privilege lo 
improve his lot is sacred and the 
struggle has been tedious. That 
is why Lalior Day shoiibl l>e siieh 
a pivotal point in the life of ihe 
nation. No, the points of eontrast 
laUweeii past and present Labor 
Day.s do not iieeessarily lialatice 
in favor of the ardor and intensity 
of past celebrations. Ua tiler, there 
have been many impruvements 
since tlien. The laboring class has 
succeeded in making itself heard 
and its will respect isL In most 
[daecs today, work is fimhibiled 
on Labor Day, and union members 
violating the rule are penalized. 


Knell drastic provisions emphasize 
tile veneration in which Labor Day 
is held liy American unimiists* and 
tlie earnestness ot their efforts to 
[UTserve its essential sigidficanee* 
The devotion which laborers have 
to til is day was fittingly expressed 
by Samuel Danipers when he said*

Wc have Just jmid tribute to all the workers of 
our natiim, In iliis editoinal wc want to make special 
niention of llic workers of our trade. 

In the I'uitcd States, which has only seven pereeni 
of the worlfFs population, there is jmaluccd and 
utilixed nearly one-half of the total eleetrie power 
generated on the earth. This is nearly six times that 
of the next iii'ari'st country, lJus.sia. 

U is this eleetrie power tlmt has made Americn 
the foremast nation of the world* And who has 
harnessiHl this vast |M>wer and cliatiened it to Ujc 
peo|>le of America enriching the lives of idl? Why 
the electrical worker. It is the electrical worker who 
controls i!ie jiowcr that liglils a watt ^*grain of 

wliciil/* Inriiji ui‘ a fithOOn wait flood light. Or turns 
the 2 wall, electric clock motor nr the H7,000 horsC' 
power wind tutmel motor* Or cliarges a door bell 
transformer or a 175*000 kvn power transfarmer;

bidding, be it for great power or little* 

It seems to us in the Brotluu‘hood that electrical 
work raTiks with the finest among all the trades and 
professions* It is challenging, it is changing, it is 
growing* Still in Its infancy there are no limits to 
the height.s it still iimy reach. And the workers will 
go along, lenniing, progre.sHing, accepting the chal- 
lenge the growing industry throws down.

For nia^ny years, eliH'tridans had to 
bp satisfied with a nither bnitai tester 
krum^ii as a Shootinp: Box for an in- 
di eat ion of the suffieiency of the in- 
sulation to ground in a given maehine.

aiTanged specifically to cover two

and 2) to deU*cl shc»rted turns in 
windings under test. The tui-n and 
pha±a* insulation is sti-essed by the 
application of a repetitive surge volt- 
age to the winding. 

The essential component elements 
of this tester ar<‘ — a surge generator, 
a cathode ray tube and switching 
arrangements for conducting the vari- 
ous classes of tests. The surge gen- 
ei*ator consists of a high voltage 
ttansfornier, a pulse gimerator and 
rynchronems switch arninged Ut im- 
presH high voltage surges of short 
duration on the windings under test 
at the rate of sixty times a second.

Something new in bathroom cabi- 
nets has been pi'oducod by a Los 
Angeles LlLFLW, member. 

A principal feature of the new 
cahineU developed by Brother John 
N< Fiitkin of Local Union lU 
fluorescent lighting. It is a one- 
operation cabinet which enables the 
Ufer to see the back of the bend 
Jnd neck without resorting to hand 
mirrtirs. This is accomplished by flve 
muTors incorimratcd into tht* ciibinet.

All fuel and traction tanks prrj- 
duced by the Lintern Corporation of 
Herea» Ohio, are now being tested 
with a leak detector. 

The completely welded fuel tanks 
are made fnr in large transpor- 
tation trucks and have capacities 
ranging from H5 to 150 gallons* To 
make certain there are no possible 
places for guaoline to acep out, all 
welds are checked by the portable 
detector befoi*e the finished tanks 
pass from the aimembly line. 

Six welders and one inspector 
armed with tlie leak detector can turn 
out about IH tanks in the average 
day. Fabrication is in six stages. The 
tanks are placed on iron rails rather 
than posit ionei-s so that they can be 
pushed from one welding booth to 
nnotlier as they move along the as- 
sembly line. The top plates of the 
tanks are made of mild steel deck 
plate; the boltonis and ends are 12 
gage Eheot steel. First the inner 
baffles and braces and the bottom sec* 
tjons are tacked together, the side 
panels are then tucked on, and final 
weldments are loade after all the 
parts are iissenibled. The weldments 
measure about % in. Sixty feet of 
welding electrode goes into each 
tank- 

Wheri the finished tanks reach the 
end of the assembly line, the inspec- 
tor checks all welded yearns with the 
leak detector* This electronic instru- 
ment is so sensitive that it can de- 
tect leaks small enough to release 
only one ounce of gas a century, I're- 
vious leak testing methods ivere un- 
satisfactory, Linlem engineers said,

male.

Microwuvf's I tilizpil 
As Comnuinicatioii Ricans 

^ficro waves used for communication 
between a generating plant of the 
Pennsylvania Electric Company at 
Reward, Pa., and an important sub- 
station 12 miles away are re'directed 
around a hill by a 20- fool -square 
aluminum shekel. Microwaves travel in 
straight lines much like television sig- 
nals. 

Since there was no direct line of 
sight between the two stations, a 
mountain top was located visible from 
both locations where an aluminum re- 
flector could be mounted that would 
redirect the mici'owaves much as a mir- 
j*or reflects light. Perforations In the 
sheet reduce its wind resistance with- 
out impairing its efficiency. 

Because microwaves have a wave 
length of about one foot, and the 
openings are only one-inch wide, the 
waves do not pass through. The sys- 
tem operates in both directions.

Apathy Is a 'Crime* 

Which Doesn't Pay 

L. L. 79, .'^VRACrSE, N. V.— Apathy 
toward the nomination and election 
iif the legislative bodies in the Tnite'd 
States, while not legally so, is never- 
theless a crime. Guilt lies upon the 
shfiul tiers of a large perceuiage of 
the people in all walks of life* Mayla? 
thc*y don't go to jail for this crime, 
hut, brtiiher, if you are one of the 
guilty, you should know that crime 
diM-s not f»a\% and neither does this. 

In 1948, a Presidential election 
year, out of 9:\ million jujople of 
voting age in the L'nited States, 48 
million actually cast their liallots. 
Pmple in New York State are among 
the worst. In this state, to start 
witli the 11U4 total, there were 
Thil j«*opIe of voting age who actually 
vote<|. In 1948, with an increase in 
f)otential voters of about 
the voting count was d,274,4ri9, This 
shows a los.s of almost a million and 
a half votes, 

Sn where dties that leave us? 

In 1U48, we lost not one friend of 
labor, yet we lacked 14 votes in the 
House ami five in the Senate to lick 
the Taft- Hartley Law. 


It's a known fact that about one- 
fourth of the people 'ivho <io vote at 
Presidential elections i!o not vote at 
midtenn elections. Where are we 
going to get those extra votes? 

This year, eSTiccially, it is going to 
take superhuman effoits on the part 
of all organised labor to capture and 
retain our libe*-al friends. In these 
times of vvar crisis, it is doubly im- 
r»o riant to have, not jmlitical self- 
seekers. but legislators liberal in thfdi 
views and cooperative with the pres- 
ent government. 

H does no good to critici^ie pjolitical 
parties or government. It does no 
goiKl to crilicixe manugc^inent fer tak- 
ing every advantage they can without 
fail laws of Imritation. What must 
be done is to elect the right men in 
the right places, men who can do the 
most good for all of us. 

We of oiganized labor cannot af- 
ford to relax our efforts to get mit the 
vote and vote oiiJ-selves. Big busi- 
ness and professional men are writing 
to wage extensive camtvaigns among 
themstdves and are collecting huge 
sums of money for the political pur- 
pose of getting legislators favorable 
to them. Wt* of organized labor can 
afford at least t^vo dollars apmee to 
the L.L.P.E. Your coni ribut ions will 
he set aside for publicity nn issues of 
which we of the A. P. of L. are in- 
tere.<?ted and for political education 
and information. There are good 
cand if bites in both [larties who are 
friendly to organized labor. Your 
L.L.P.E. can give you the ri'cords 
of each of them. If you are 21 years 
of age nr older and live in Onondago 
County, you can register from now 
until September 26 at the County 
Court Hou.se. Thereafter, voters may 
register only on registration tJays in 
Octol^er. 

What is expected of you besides 
contributing to the l..LJ*,E. fund Is 


to learn all about the candidates be- 
tween now and election, register and 
vote yourself, and use your influence 
to get others to vote. We don't tell 
you for %vhom to vote, but make your 
vote count when they count your vote.

Important Resolutions 
Passed in Washington 

I,. I . 77, SKATTLK. WASK.— Tlie 

Washington Slate Federation of La- 
bor Convention held in Tacoma. 
Washington, July 10 to EL lor>0, 
passes! four resolutions of impf*rtance 
to Local 77 members. 

The first re<juested legislation mak- 
ing the payment by Public LAility I>is- 
tricts into employe pension funds 
legal. 

The second asked for changes in 
present laws so as to guarantee unions 
representing employes of state, coun- 
ty and municipalities the same rights 
and privileges relative to collective 
bargaining now enjoyed by mem lie rs 
of organized labor employed in pri- 
vate industry. 

Thirdly, a resolution asked the 
State Federation to go on i^ecord as 
favoring a "prior service clause" for 
employes of private utilities taken 
over by public utility districts. 

The fourth and last, aakeil for the 
immediate refieal of tlinse waitime 
excise taxes, especially those that ap- 
ply to telephone service.

Stamford Wage Dispute 
Goes to Arbitration 

L. l'. IBS. ST.VMFnKU. fOXN.— On 
June Mth. a watre |»ro|)osai by 

the Connecticut I’ower Com]iany of- 

fering a four c<mt |>er hour increase 
retroactive to May 1st, and an adtli- 
tional four cents in 1931, was unani- 
mously i-ejecied by the meml>ersbip 
Itecause it stipulateil that the con- 
t(*aet could not \»* reopened until 
1932. The past year has revealed too 
many ffa^vs in our agreement that 
will have to be irorietl out before 
then. The wage dispute w-as accord- 
ingly referred to the State Board for 
arbitration. 

The company's refusal to offer a 
reasonable counteroffer iluring two 


months of negotiation is in line with 
the deliberate *"gel tough" attitude 
it has adopted in all its dealings with 
the union since passage of the Taft- 
Hartley Act. The same short-sighted 
policy is evident in its rejieatetl at- 
tempts to circumvent the contract, 
which have succeeded only in foster- 
ing resentment and ill-will among 
the employes. 

Last November saw- the shutdown 
of our coal gas plant with a threat- 
ened layoff of 20 employes, some 
veterans of many years of service 
with the company. Through the ef- 
forts of the union, this number was 
substantially reduced, but twlay 
seven of our memtiers are still un- 
emiiloyed, A great deal of concern 
is now felt that the advent of natural 
gas in this area next year may he 
the occasion of further layolTs in 
water gas operations.

Hitting here try- 
ing to “sweat** out this little rejMui- 
ing job. Like most press secretaries. 

First let me tell you something 
that isn't of direct inletesl tti the 
IBEW, but as union men and AFL 
affiliates we can ami tin give them 
moral and if neeti l.»e, some financial 
suptiort, and I speak of the bus ilriv- 
ets* strike here in Mobile, It is go- 
ing into its seventh week at this 
writing. They are holding their own. 

Some time ago I reported in this 
column a story about the Henderson 
interest in building a sugar n^finery 
here. The officials of the company 
came over to Mobile to complete the 
deal ill purchasing the sight on Bla- 
kely Island across the river from 


Mobile, The cost of the plant hasn*t 
Iwen announced. But it will be the 
mo.M moflern plant of its kind in the 
country. 

Construction on the refinery will 1 m? 
started in SeptemlM?r and we expect 
it lo be completed in June next 
par. The mill will go into operation 
Imnuxiiately upon completion. The 
nnmiai payroll is expected to be 
around $ 1,490, IH19 yearly. 

Work around Mobile seems to be 
moving slightly forward, and we 
hope it will pick up in the near 
future. There are two or three hous- 
ing projects in the making, and as 
I have been informed another apail- 
ment hotel in the very near future. 
That is if the Imuble in the far 
east d(H!SiiT cause things to l>e 
“froze,** In which case the ]irojecls 
may he slowed up if not stopped. 
The slow up will be the time it takes 
the builders to get |)rionties in older 
lo secure material to do the jobs, or 
to finish what has been started. 

The latest news along the lalmr 
front here happened last week. Hev- 
eral weeks ago the Police Department 
organized a local here and asked for 
a charter. Ham Douglas, president 
of the Alabama State Federation of 
Laijor came to Mobile and installed 
the charter. The City of Mobile's 
Mayor Charlie Baumhauer, labor- 
hating official who is the police com- 
missioner and also the fire commis- 
sioner, put over with the aid of his 
two colleagues a “yellow dog" ordi- 
nance. The ordinance reejuired all 
memliers of the police and fiix» depart- 
ment to sign an affidavit that they 
are not members of any union. Giv- 
ing them one wi-ek to file with the 
commissiemers these signed affidavits. 
Those not signing the “yellow dog’’ 
pajjer were lo lx? discharged. Those 
not signing were discharged. Broth- 
er Ham Douglas, state president of 
the State Federation of Labor came 
to town and went into consultation 
with local labor leaders and they de- 
cided that they were going to war 
with the city officials over the ordi- 
nance. They will go all the way up 
the line in their fight. Through the 
state courts, and on until they reach 
the U, S, Supreme Court if necessary.

mnmls a^? fixed and sound. Once de- 
U-nnined, they must be irioxorahk* in 
their application, and all must either 
come up to the standard or declare 
against it. Men may lietray: prin- 
ciples never can. Oppression is one 
invariable consequence of misplaced 
confidence in treacherous man; it 
is never the result of the working 
or application of a sound, just, well- 
tried principle. Compmmises which 
hrinj? fundamental prindfdes into 
doubt, in order to unite in one party 
men of antagonistic creeds, are 
frauds, and emi in ruin, the just and 
natural conse<iuence of fraud. When- 
ever you have settled Ufion your 
theory and creed, sanction no depar- 
ture from it in practice, cm any 
irround of expediency. It is TIIK 
MASTER'S WOlU*. Yield it up 
neither to fiattery nor force! Let no 
defeat or persecution rob you of it! 

Political nearsightedness does not 
improve by ajpre. There are always 
more imposters than seers umonK 
public men, more false profihets than 
true ones. The paltry ambition of 
small men disi nt oR-rate nations, 
churches, anti oiRankations. The 
want of wisdom in our councils cre- 
ates exasj>e rating issues. Csurpa- 
tion of power and authority plays 
its part, incapacity seconds corrup- 
tion, the stomi rises, and the frag- 


ments of Hu* incoherent raft strew 
the sandy shores, leading^ to mankind 
another lesson for it to disiGR-ard. 

When virtue and intelU^rence be- 
come qualities of the mill tit tides then 
we will have free government '*hy the 
people ami for the people’*; hut for 
i;rno ranee, selfishnes.s, indifrei“cnce, 
and apathy such ijoveimments ai’c im- 
possible. This is eHpialiy applicable 
to civil R-overnmenl, church ptovern- 
ment, and our RrotherhocKl. Whtui civ- 
il or temporal despotism and tyranny 
are set asirle ami overcome, and the 
law has been moulded on the princip- 
les of enliirhteneil jurisprudence, we 
awaken tn find that we have been 
and now iito living' under a priestly 
or ecclesiaslical desimtism that re* 
♦luires a reformation. We do not see 
the churches and priesthootis of 
Christendom rclinquishinj^ their old 
task of j^overninK men by imaginary 
terrors. And* nowhere do we see a 
populace tluit could be safely manu* 
mitted from such a fjovernmeni. 
We do not see the j^reat reliicious 
teachei*s aiming to discover for them* 
selves and for others the absolute 
truth which m lioth siieculative and 
practical or operative; but we do see 
them St til lulinR' the world, and con- 
tented and compelled to rule the 
world l>y whatever tloRma is already 
accrediterl ; themselves as much 
hound down by this necessity to fjov- 
ern* as the ]Mipulace liy their need of 
government. 

Poverty in alt lU hideous forms 


still exists in our cities, despite the 
many civic oijjranizationa that profess 
to alleviate the condition. Men lake 
no measure of their wants and their 
own power to supply them, hut live 
and multiply like the beasts of the 
field. Providence havinir aiiparenlly 
ceased to care for them. Intelligence 
never visits these, or it makes its 
appearance as some new developed 
villainy. War has not ceas^^il; still 
there are battles and sietres. Homes 
are stUl unhappy, and tears and 
anger and spite make hells where 
there shmild be heavens. There 
should 1 m* no divorce between t bough t 
and action. The freedom of man ties 
in his ability to reason. It Is this 
ahiUty alone that diffenmtiates him 
fntm the Iteust of the fiebl. When the 
rulei-s of a country, the ecclesiastics 
of the church and the officers of our 
organjKiitions appeal to reason then 
we have true diunocracy. The true 
is that in u*hich life culminates, Alt 
wise and true thought produces ac- 
tion. rnanimity of opinion only 
exists among the multitude who do 
not think for themselves, but allow 
the iMditical or spiritual priesthoiMl 
to think for them. When men begin 
to reflect, they begin to dilTer. The 
great prohipm is to find guides w*ho 
will not seek to be tyrants- What is 
riK|uirf*d is a teacher who is also a 
workman. No doctrines can Ik* ap- 
prehendefl as truths if they contradicl 
each other, or contradict truths we 
have learned by experiment and ob- 
servation. 

The first preachers of the faith had 
no thought of domination. The early 
Christians follow^ed in the footsteps 
of the Gn^at Master, Jesus, emulating 
His example. His followers of to- 
day, if we accept their word for it, 
do not teach or follow either his pre- 
cepts nor his example; insttuid they 
teach that he is the only Son of Go<i, 
the exception. Teaching the doctrine 
of men, holding men's persons in rev* 
erence and preference, woi^hiping 
and serving the creature more than 
the Creator. Falsehood, lying and 
deception must Ijc denounccHl even if 
we fimt it in the pulpits, the courts, 
the halls of legislation. We must 
think for ourselves if we would he 
free. The full enjoyment of life 
ri*<juires f jo r feet freedom and only 
the knowledge of the truth of our 
individual lM*ing can give us that. 
The preachments of modern scribes 
and pharisees have failed miserably 
to produce it. Jesus began His min* 
istry by stating that he had come to 
set free the captives and break the 
Khackles that bound the captives. Let 
us examine Ihe teachings and ideol- 
ogies which we have had foisted upon 
us by these three major racketeers; 
the light of reason will shine upon 
them and reveal to us the truth con- 
cerning tlumi. And then we shall be 
free indeed.

Our four cents an hour raise which 
was i*etrrmcti\^e to May 1st ha.s I wen 
on our checks since the 1st of June, 
but we haven't yet received a check 
for the five weeks in May. We all 
can use It and hope it will soon be 
forthcoming. With the noticeable 
rise in living costs there are few of 
us who can overlook any due wages. 

During a recent trip to Canada we 
were happy to note the higher wages 
being pairl to the workers in the 
paper mills. We Icaimed that a union 
had been formed and business has 
improved considerably. 

And, fellow wo inkers, since we are 
again at wai', let's do our part as in 
past wat's, to finish this one quickly. 
When we look over the new cj'op (if 
smart young men who must answer 
the military call, we recall the agony 
of the years when our own boys were 
in action and sufTer with those who 
arc now in the same spot. Wars are 
the result of selfishness and selfish- 
ness starts here in our own hearts. 
When we grab for that extra pound 
of .sugar, lest our neighbor gels more 
than his share, we are in a small 
way enacting the part that leads na- 
tions into conflict.

SEAOs Binary Nature 

SE.AC is a binary machine, which 
means that it uses only two digits — 
"0" and "1" — to represent all num- 
bers and instructions. Conversions 
from the decimal systems, in which 
the problems are cod^^d, is done auto- 
matically by the machine. The binary 
system was chosen liet^iuise it is a 
simple and rapid 8y.stom and because 
it is particularly suited for electronic 
machines. The presence of a pulse

SK;U'"s Size and C'omimnentR 

In spite of its high speed, large 
capacity, and versatility in problem- 
solving, SEAC is relatively simple 
to operate and compact in size. These 
features were among the objectives of 
the analysis and design stag*? preced- 
ing actual construction, 

SE.AC is housed in Iw'o consoles: 
one containing the acoustic memory, 
the other containing the rest of the 
computer (including an additional 
memory, for future use, w'hkth con- 
sists of cathode ray tubes). The 
memory cabinet is 60 inches in width, 


81 inches in depth, and 84 mches in 
height. The computer proper is houjo^d 
in a i-abinet 180 inches long, 69 inches 
in depth, and 95 inches in height; and 
contains 18 i^elay racks, on which the 
components are mounted, each 19 
inches in width and 72 inches in 
height. 

The principal components i>f the 
memory are the acoustic delay lines 
and the a.ssociated electronir equip- 
ment. There are 64 acmisiic ileliiy 
line.s, each consisting primarily of a 
glass tubi* fdk^d with men'ury. The 
asscK'iaitHl electronic equipment con- 
sists of :i80 vacuum tubes, used large- 
ly for n-shaping and amplifying the 
puLses ill the delay lines and for 
energizing the switches in the system. 
These switches are germanium diodes; 
there are (jf them. 

The equipTuent in the computer 
proper, as tiistinct from the acoustic 
memory, is typically elect rtmic in na- 
ture. The principal elemeirts are ger- 
manium diodes and vacuum tuWs. 
There are 9,:i00 germanium diodes 
here and -195 tubes. Some idea of 
the complexity of the circuits is sug- 
gested by the fact that there are 190,- 
900 stddered connections, 

The large number of components 
and the intricacy of their inter-reki- 
tionship.s creates a major problem in 
the reliability of operation of a com- 
puter. Here vacuum tubes are usual- 
ly n primary source of difllculty. In 
8EAC, the number of vacuum tulies 
is relatively small— a total of 87a, in 
contrast to the 18,009 tubes in 
ENIAC. These tubes, moreover, are 
used only for amplification of signals 
and as a .source of energy: they are 
not used as part of the computing 
compommts proper.
